BELOW $5 A WEEK 


Astonishing Conditions Re­ 
vealed in Chicago by 
♦State Senate In­ 
vestigation 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., 
March 7.— 
Testimony on the low wages paid 
women workers which will be heard 
today by the* state senate white sla v -1, 
try investigating committee at Chi-; 
'<ago, will disclose astonishing con­ 
ditions in the metropolis. 
Reports 
made to the acting governor, Barrett 
.O'Hara, by M. Blair Coan, chief in-' 
i vestigator of the committee, indicate 
I that more than OO,OOO women in Chi­ 
c a g o are receiving a salary of less 
than $5 a week. 
In discussing the condition of the 
I under-paid women w orkers mention­ 
e d in reports of the investigators, 
Governor O’Hara said: 
‘These wom- 
jen we find living in furnished rooms 
iand under fed. 
It is said to say that 
j the great majority of 
them, since 
J they have income wage earners, do 
;not know what a full meal means. 
(Half of them are living on two meals 
| a day and those meals of the ten or 
I fifteen-eent variety, according to our i 
(reports. 
Many of them have to d e -; 
I pend for clothes on w hat more sue-! 
cessful friends are willing to give; 
them of cast-off garments. 
Is it any ll 
wonder 
women do wrong?

SEE EUROPEAN WAR

PARIS, March 7.— That within a 
year Asia will prove the bait for the 
long expected “ grand conflict” in Eu­ 
rope, is the growing opinion of dip­ 
lomats here.

Russia, it is stated in diplomatic 
circles here, is thinking of interven­ 
ing in Armenia and the interests of 
England cannot he encroached upon 
at any point along the line, by land 
or water, between tho Homeland and 
India.
